The NYO. desires a geographical breakdown of the CI but feels that 
one complete set should still be maintained in alphabetical order.

As the Bureau is aware, the NYO still has a complete set of SI 
cards which were deleted under the Security Index Review Project started in 
April 1955 • These cards have been a valuable investigative aid to Agents in 
identifying Unsubs principally because all cards have a physical description 
thereon and, in the majority of instances, a photograph. 

Since these deleted SI cards have proved valuable as an investigate

When an Sljc^Os^^lsJ^^he Agent handling the case dictates 
a CI card f or fioEISsion in the alphabetical section of the CI* The geographical 
SI card (containing description and photograph) will be taken out of the SI $\ 
and placed in the appropriate section of the geographical set of CI cards* In 
this way the value of the deleted SI card as an investigative aid is not lost 
and it dispenses with the necessity of typing an addition! card. 

Both copies of all other CI cards prepared by the HYO will conform 
to the outline in relet. Since relet sets out the minimum required on the card, 
It is felt that the Bureau will have no objection if a photograph and description 
of the subject, if available in the file, are placed on the new CI card being //( 
placed in the geographical set, but not on the card being placed in the 
alphabetical set* There will be no requirement, however, that investigation be 
conducted to obtain the additional information if the case In question is ready 
to be closed. ; J 

It is felt that the above recommended procedures will definitely be 
of benefit to the NYO, especially in view of the future possibility that many 
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of the subjects deleted from the Security index are actually current CT members 
with whom Agents and informants will come in contact as our Coverage of the 
CP increases. The preserving of the photograph and description of these 5Q00 
individuals and breaking them down geographically could easily facilitate 
the identification of individuals observed in the future at CP meetings,: 
etc., but for Some reason or other their complete name and/or address could 
not be obtained.

The New York Office advised by letter dated ll/8/f>6 
that it desires to utilize a geographical breakdown of the 
Communist Index and, in addition, made the following recommenda- 
tions: (1) That the Index in that Office be prepared in duplicate, 
one set to be maintained in alphabetical order; (2) that the 
geographical set be maintained by the appropriate supervisor 
handling the particular breakdown so that this set could be 
immediately available to Agents engaged in security investigations; 
(3) that deleted Security Index cards now on hand be broken down 
geographically according to its integrated system and included in 
the set of geographical Communist Index cards. (The original 
instructions specified that the cancelled Security Index cards 
were to form the nucleus of the revised Communist Index.) 

New York feels that this procedure will definitely 
be of benefit to that Office as an investigative aid. In this 
connection, it is noted that our biggest problem in effecting 
the identification of current members of the Communist Party 
exists in the New York Office.

As the Bureau is aware, the NYO has had a substantial clerical 
shortage Ibr several months and for this reason it was necessary to suspend 
the typing of these cards after several hundred had "been typed.
